Cuba left undefended * In his only public statement since the cutset 
of the missJJLe crisis^ "Che" Guevara (whose views usually parallel Fidel's) 
complained yesterday to a correspondent of tne London Daily Worker that 
the withdrawal of ih~: Soviet missiles had not removed the threat of US 
aggression. While he granted tne immediate danger of war was avoided, 
he denied that a great victory had bean achieved.
